The manufacturer is still wearing splints 
over his ehest to adjust strained muscles and is in some pain, but 
should be fully recovered after a few more days of rest, Dr. McClure 
said. 

This information was the first direct word on Mr. Ford's condi- 
tion since bulletins on his injuries were discontinued a week ago, and 
was coupled with assurances that Mr. Ford weuld be well enough to 
take the stand in the Ford-Shapiro Libel trial during the ensuing 
week, if necessary. He may be called Thursday or Friday.
